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Giving Hits Record $113,612

Swinging almost 20 percent above its previous year’s total, the Presbyterian College Annual 
Giving program set another new os of $113,812 in 1966. 


Besides topping the 1965 figure of $93,2 
by a wide margin. Support came from 1,493 alumni, 
friends and non-alumni parents of PC students. 

Among the major objectives of the Annual 
Giving program, the Walter Johnson Club also set 
a new record with a sub-total of $35,362.31 for the 
athletic program. Other main objectives bought 
funds for academic scholarships, Whitelaw grants, 
faculty salary increases and departmental improve- 
ments, including the guidance department. 

More than 31 percent of the alumni participated 
during the past year with 1,009 individual gifts total- 
ing $56,670. Friends added $44,033 through 376 con- 
tributions, while 108 non-alumni parents gave $13,- 
109. All of these represent new high dollar figures. 

President Weersing pointed out that South Caro- 

lina led all other states and provided almost half 

of the total with $55,682 credited from 863 gifts. 
North Carolina came second on $20,354 from 137 
gifts, and Georgia followed a close third with $18,522 
from 189. The remaining support came from through- 
out the United States and from alumni overseas. 

Since Annual Giving started receiving special 
emphasis in 1959, it has produced a total of $563,417 
for Presbyterian College. The program is a major 
source of funds for current operations.

| Georgia Campaign Nears Million | 


The Georgia Synod’s EPIC campaign nears the 
million-dollar mark with $829,166 subscribed to date 
for Presbyterian College and six other agencies. 

With solicitations now underway on the local 
church level, an acceleration of returns is predicted 
for the months ahead. The big goal is $4 million, of 
which $1-'% million will go to PC and the remainder 
to Columbia Theological Seminary, Presbyterian 
homes in Atlanta, Thornwell Orphanage, Rabun Gap- 
Nacoochee School, Christian Education Centers and 
the Georgia Home at Montreat, N. C. 

Meanwhile, Presbyterian College already has 
under construction a new men’s dormitory to be 
named Georgia Hall. Funds of the current EPIC 
campaign will help underwrite the $1,200,000 cost of 
this 250-student dormitory. Georgia Hall is to be 
ready for occupancy next January.

Tull Foundation Gives 


$40,000 for Scholarships 


Three endowed scholarships are 

among the major gifts totaling 
$59,000 made to Presbyterian Col- 
lege in recent weeks. 


TULL FOUNDATION: $40,000 


The Tull Foundation of Atlanta 
has added $40,000 to its earlier 
grant of $5,000 in establishing a 
scholarship in memory of Joseph 
McKeehan Tull. 

In bearing the name of the late 
Mr. Tull, the scholarship honors 
the man who was the founder of 
the J. M. Tull Metal and Supply 
Company and of the foundation. 
A native of Morganton, N. C., he 
became known as one of the out- 
standing leaders of the new in- 
dustrial South. He directed his 
company as president from its 
establishment in 1914 until 1951, 
at which time he stepped up to 
chairman of the board and Pollard 
Turman became president. 

Through his foundation, J. M. 
Tull made regular contributions 
to charitable, religious and edu- 
cational institutions in Atlanta 
and throughout the Southeast. He 
had an interest in Presbyterian 
College and gave some support to 
it during his lifetime. 

Income from the Joseph Mc- 
Keehan Tull Scholarship Fund 
will be used to provide annual 
grants to students of sound char- 
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acter, academic ability and leader- 
ship potential who need financial 
assistance. 


STUKES AWARD: $10,000 

The Taylor H. Stukes Honor 
Award, in memory of the late 
Chief Justice of the South Caro- 
lina Supreme Court, has been 
endowed at PC through a $10,000 
gift from his wife. 

Mrs. Stukes, who continues to 
reside in Manning, has designated 
that the interest from this invest- 
ment and a plaque be given an- 
nually to the pre-law student of 
greatest promise in the junior 
class. The yearly award of ap- 
proximately $500 will be made 
available in the recipient’s senior 
year at PC. 

Taylor Hudnall Stukes, in 
whose name this award is given, 
was a dutiful servant of church 
and state in his native South Caro- 
lina. Born in Manning, he prac- 
ticed law there, served in the 
state legislature and was elected 
to the State Supreme Court in 
1940. He served as Chief Justice 
from 1956 until his death in 1961. 
A Presbyterian elder for more 
than 30 years, he was moderator 
of the Synod of South Carolina in 
1956.
